8 a 
matter of fact 1 have rede it clear to His Highness 
that I v1 de guided at the dictates of he 
Congress, Yoth in the Constituent Assembly and 
Bombay Assembly. His Highness emphatically told 
ma that he had permitted me to act according to 
the discipline and decision of the Congress both 
in Consiituent Assembly and Bombay Legislature.

the month of November, 1945, you have been very 

nige to me. You hove selected me not only as one 

of the members of the Constituent Assembly, but, 
you gave mo chance to be one of the members of 

tho Steering Committee of the Constituent Assembly,

Mr. Latthe is starting for 
Delhi in a day or two. He will discuss with you 
about my membership in the Constituent Assembly and 
the circumstances under mich 1 have to accept the 
post of Minister of Kolhapur. 


If, inspite of all this, you think it - 
desirable that I shoule resign from my membership of 
the Constitution Asse I/, I will do it with due 
respect to you. I hope, you vill not misunderstand 
me and have the same lov: for ge as you had before.
